Obama & friends 

President meets with leaders of Mexico and Canada; all vow cooperation

GUADALAJARA, Mexico Targeting the long 
and painful recession, President Obama said 
Monday that he and the leaders of Mexico 
and Canada have agreed to “aggressive, 
coordinated action” to restore growth across 
North America. 

Noting the huge trading partnership 
among the three neighbors, Obama said 
that commerce must be expanded, not 
restricted. 

The president also emphasized a need for 
orderly and legal migration, a sensitive issue 
on all borders. 

On Mexico’s turf, Obama backed Mexican 
President Felipe Calderon and his efforts to 
take on drug cartels during a spiraling war on 
drugs and guns. 

Calderon said the Mexican government 
has an “absolute and categorical” commit- 
ment to human rights. 

Wrapping up a North American sum- 
mit, Obama joined Calderon and Canadian 


Prime Minister Stephen Harper for a news 
conference after about two hours of talks. 

On commerce, Obama said that a “Buy 
America” provision in the giant economic 
stimulus package earlier this year had not 
hurt trade with Canada. 

As for health care, he said the Canadian 
system had evolved differently from the one 
in the U.S. and that it would not work in the 
U.S. 

In a written statement, they pledged a 
united effort on economic recovery, trade, 
swine flu and climate change. A statement 
from the leaders said their nations offered a 
“joint, responsible and transparent” response 
to the spreading swine flu threat. 

The men spoke at the end of a swift 
North American Leaders’ Summit, an 
annual gathering launched during George 
W. Bush’s presidency The gathering typi- 
cally yields fresh promises of coordination 
on many issues but no breakthroughs or 
initiatives.

The White House has

California’s 
unique way 
to buy a car

Hundreds of General Motors’ California dealers will let con- 
sumers haggle over the prices of new cars and trucks through 
the eBay online marketplace under a trial that begins Tuesday 

About 225 of California’s 250 GM dealers are set to take part 
in the program. They will be selling Buick, Chevrolet, GMC 
and Pontiac vehicles on cobranded Web sites through eBay’s 
online auto marketplace, eBay Motors, until Sept. 8. 

The trial is part of GM’s turnaround plan. It also marks a 
shift for eBay, since most of the vehicles sold on eBay Motors 
have traditionally been used. 

Starting Tuesday, eBay visitors will be able to visit Web pages 
such as gm.ebay.com and chevy.ebay.com, where they can 
browse new 2008 and 2009 vehicles, ask dealers questions and 
figure out financing. Select 2010 models also will be available. 

The cobranded sites also will include a Web tool currently on 
eBay Motors that helps shoppers determine if they’re qualifled to 
trade in their old car for money toward a new one under the gov- 
ernment’s just-refilled “cash-for-clunkers” stimulus program. 

Car buyers will be able to choose between the two standard 
options currently offered on eBay Motors: negotiating a price 
with a dealer through the site or purchasing right then at a fixed 
price. Cars will be picked up at the dealerships. 

EBay Motors Vice President Rob Chesney said the com- 
panies decided to run the trial in California because there are 
many tech-sawy consumers there. EBay users who live outside 
California can contact dealers to see if they’re willing to sell and 
ship vehicles to them, he said.

Extreme makeover, Wilson edition 

After naming the Wilson stop the crustiest CTA station, “GP” got an 
e-mail from Mike Pavilon, president of Sungloss Marble Co,, who said 
he twice offered the CTA a complimentary cleanup and a seal to help 
protect the granite facade on the Wilson entryway Pavilion said the 
CTA didn’t accept the offer, 

“GP” contacted a CTA spokeswoman, who confirmed the CTA 
received two e-mails from Sungloss in March, The CTA said the 
e-mails were forwarded to the Facilities Maintenance Department, 
which experienced some management changes, thus delaying the 
response to Sungloss, 

“However, this is a generous offer,” the CTA told “GP,” and the CTA 
has arranged to speak with the West Town marble company 
This is not the first time Pavilon has offered to help clean up the 
CTA, In 1993, he polished the floor of the Red Line’s Lawrence stop 
for free, Pavilon estimated the job was worth about $1,500. 

Buzz kill 

Matthew Hessler, 22, of Streeterville, wrote via Twitter asking about 
the “insanely loud buzzer that goes off at the Howard station every 
couple minutes,” 

The CTA told “GP” the sound is made by a buzzer meant for north- 
bound Purple and TfeUow Line trains. The purpose of the buzzer is to 
notijfy the train operator that the tracks are positioned in the correct 
configuration and the train is allowed to proceed. 

The signal system at Howard is in the process of being upgraded, the 
CTA said. Once the upgrade is completed, the buzzer will be obsolete 
and win be deactivated.

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City’s newest area code will have to fit in with 312, 773 


Chicago Tribune 

312 ... No, that’s not right. 

773 ... Nope, not it either. 

872. Perfect. 

Wait, huh? 872? Yep. It’s Chicago’s 
newest area code and it might be 
coming to a phone near you starting 
in November. 

It’s been almost 13 years since 773 
went into service for Chicago’s north, 
western and southern neighborhoods 
and in July that area code reached 
“exhaust” status— meaning prefixes 
are starting to fill up. 

But don’t panic about a perceived 
loss of status. Chicago residents will 
still be able to get a 312 or 773 num- 
ber “for the foreseeable future” when 
signing up for new cell phone service 
or adding a residential line, Illinois 
Commerce Commission spokesman 
Brian Sterling said. But the 872 area 
code also will become available for 
those same purposes. 

What else do you need to know? 


EXTRA DIGITS: Starting Nov. 7, when the 872 
area code goes into effect, all callers in the 
city will need to dial the full 11-digit number 
to complete any Chicago call. Right now, for 
example, a call from a 312 number to a 312 
number goes through as a seven-digit number. 

COST: Remains the same 

FAMILY MATTERS: The addition of 872 brings 
the number of Chicago region area codes to 10: 
312, 773, 872, 708, 630, 815, 847, 224, 779 and 331. 

OVERLAY VS. SPLIT: There’s a big difference. 

An overlay means a new code is added to 
a geographic area with an existing code. 

This allows consumers to keep their current 
numbers, so the 872 area code is only for new 
numbers, such as a second residential line or 
new cell phone service. Three overlays already 
exist in Illinois: the 630/331 in the western 
suburbs, 847/224 in the north and northwest 
suburbs, and 815/779 for northern Illinois 
communities. The overlay prevents regulators 
from needing to split an area code, as they did 
for 708 in January and August 1996, and for 312 
in October 1996. It was the split of the 312 area 
code that spurred the creation of 773.

Scooter’s Frozen 

Custard is a neighborhood institution, 
beloved by parents, dog-owners and com- 
munity-minded locals for its frozen treat 
and also, in part, for the chairs. 

Until recently, operators Dennis and 
Mardi Johnson Moore have put out a few 
resin chairs so people could sit while eating 
their custard. The little sitting area became 
a community meeting spot. 

It made a corner of a big city feel like a 
small town, said Suzanne Reznicek, who 
grew up in an Iowa farm community 

But as Scooter’s grew more popular and 
the sidewalk more crowded, not everyone 
loved the idea. 

The Department of Business Affairs and 
Consumer Protection received a complaint 
that people outside Scooter’s were block- 
ing the sidewalk. On June 30, an inspector 
issued an order to remove the six chairs on 
the sidewalk. 

Chairs are permitted to businesses with a 
permit to operate a sidewalk cafe, governed 
by the above municipal code. But the previ- 
ous 32nd Ward alderman had advised them 
to forgo the cafe permit and simply put out 
a few chairs, they say 

They would have been happy to pay the 
$600 annual fee and get one, they say, but 
they were told the process takes 60 to 90 
days. After talking with staffers from now- 
Ald. Scott Waguespack’s office, the Moores 
moved the chairs while the aldermanic 
office talked with the department in hopes 
of a resolution. 

Then, Scooter’s defenders rose up. 

A customer created a “Save the Chairs 
at Scooter’s Frozen Custard” group on 
Facebook. Another gathered more than 500 
signatures on a petition.

2 more muggings on N. Side 


Two people were mugged early Monday in Roscoe 
Village, and one of them was critically injured, 
Chicago police said. 

It’s unclear if these muggings are related to oth- 
ers within the past two weeks in Lincoln Park and 
Lakeview. 

The latest incidents happened between 4 a.m. and 
4:20 a.m. a little more than two blocks from each 
other. But police said it’s too soon even to say these 
incidents are related. 

‘At this time, they’re being treated as two separate 
incidents,” Chicago Police Officer Jo Ann Taylor, a 


police spokeswoman, said. 

One incident occurred in the 3300 block of North 
Hoyne Avenue. The victim, a 53 -year-old man, was 
reported to be critically injured. The other mugging, 
involving a newspaper deliveryman, occurred in the 
2000 block of West Belmont Avenue. 

The deliveryman, Taylor said, was approached 
by two attackers, and at least one of them beat him 
with “an unknown object.” 

Taylor could not provide descriptions of the attack- 
ers in both incidents because police hadn’t been able 
to get good descriptions from the victims.

37, a CTA electrician who 
worked most recently at 
CTA facilities at Midway 
and at another Southwest 
Side location, died Sunday. 
There are 800 employees 
at the two CTA facilities, 
and all were sent notifica- 
tions about the illness and 
about how Legionnaires’ 
disease is transmitted, 

CTA spokeswoman Noelle 
Gaffney said, adding that 
there was no danger to 
the public.

The Army 
Corps of Engineers was being consulted 
about trying to pull the plane to the surface 
of the river, which is less than three-quarters 
of a mile wide at the crash site between New 
Tbrk and New Jersey The mangled helicop- 
ter was raised from the river Sunday

Attorneys offer differing accounts of 
what happened between cabbie, Kane 

Chicago Tribune 

BUFFALO Conflicting portrayals of Patrick Kane’s altercation with a 
Buffalo taxi driver emerged Monday as attorneys on both sides sought 
to downplay the allegations against the Blackhawks’ star winger. 

The cab driver’s attorney backpedaling on his client’s accusations 
a day before, said the incident had been “blown out of proportion,”

and a prominent Buffalo attorney hired by 
Kane said he was convinced that the for- 
mer No. I draft pick had not committed a 
crime. 

Paul Cambria, a lawyer who has defended 
several Buffalo Bills football players in court, 
said he met with Kane on Monday and inter- 
v^iewed witnesses to the incident in which the 
taxi driver alleged he was beaten and robbed by 


Kane and his cousin over 20 cents in change for 
a fare. 

Kane made $3.75 million last season playing 
for the Blackhawks. 

“He’s upset this accusation has been made, 
and he’s anxious to clear it up,” said Cambria, 
who also met with Erie County District 
Attorney Frank Sedita. 

When contacted by the Tribune, Kane’s 


mother, Donna, said: “We will just acknowledge 
that Patrick is not guilty” and referred further 
questions to Cambria. 

Speaking to WGN (720 -AM) on Monday, 
Andrew LoTempio, the cab driver’s attorney, 
said the episode Sunday morning in the hockey 
player’s hometown was “blown out of propor- 
tion” and should not be considered a felony He 
called it a “regular kid incident.” 


“It’s a dispute over a cab fee, and unfortu- 
nately Mr. Radecki didn’t recognize Mr. Kane 
and just thought they were a couple of college 
kids,” LoTempio said. “We should be able to 
work things out.” 

The comments are in stark contrast to those 
by the cab driver, Jan Radecki, who told the 
Tribune on Sunday, “they broke my glasses, they 
ripped my clothes ... all over 20 cents.” 

Kane, 20, and a cousin, James Kane, 21, are 
accused of punching Radecki in the face and 
head following a dispute over payment around 
5 a.m. Sunday 

According to a police report, the Kanes had 
given the driver $15 for a fare of $13.80. The 
driver gave them back a dollar, but not the 
remaining 20 cents. James Kane then allegedly 
tore the money from Radecki’s hand and began 
punching him, the report said. 

The driver told the Tribune on Sunday that 
Patrick Kane also “kept pounding and pound- 
ing on me.” 

LoTempio told WGN that cab drivers in 
Buffalo often lock their doors until the fare is 
paid because passengers often flee without pay- 
ing. He suggested that was partly to blame for 
what happened Sunday 

The Kanes were charged with second-degree 
robbery, a Class C felony, and fourth-degree 
criminal mischief and theft of services, both 
Class A misdemeanors. They pleaded not guilty 
in their arraignment Sunday and are due back in 
Buffalo City Court on Aug. 17. 

Kane is the cover boy for EA Sports’ NHL 
10, which goes on sale Sept. 15. He is the young- 
est player ever chosen for the front of the video 
game and is just the second American-born 
player to be featured on the cover. 

“We are aware of the incident and have no 
comment at this time,” said a company spokes- 
woman, Jen Riley 

NHL deputy commissioner Bill Daly said the 
league is looking into the incident.

And no, we’re not talking about your signifi- 
cant other. We’re talking about your signature 
scent. 

The perfume and cologne business is betting 
big bucks that you’re still playing the field. US, 
sales of men’s and women’s fragrances totaled 
nearly $3.3 billion in 2008, according to a report 
from Chicago-based market research company 
Mintel, 

Fragrance companies are banking on celebri- 
ties to drive business, Paris Hilton alone has eight 
fragrances. Stars ranging from Jessica Simpson 
to the Beckhams have their own scents. Soon, 
Rihanna and Kanye West will join them. 

However, only 6 percent of women and 5 per- 
cent of men ages 18 to 24 say celebrity endorse- 
ment is the motivation behind their fragrance 
purchases, the Mintel report showed. 

Still, shoppers like Ronald Travis, 18, will end 
up putting celebrity scents in their carts if they 
pass the smell test, “If I like it, I will buy it,” said 
Travis, a student who lives on the South Side 
and wears Paris Hilton for Men, 

More than half of women— 55 percent of 
18- to 24-year-olds and 63 percent of 25- to 
34-year-olds— used a certain fragrance based 
on whatever they felt like at the moment, the 
Mintel report stated, 

Kerry Wilkins’ favorite perfume: Victoria’s 
Secret Very Sexy She said it makes her feel like 


the label name, “I like scents that last longer,” 
added Wilkins, 26, of Rogers Park, 

Companies try to sell fragrances through overt- 
ly sexual advertising, said Kat Fay, Mintel senior 
analyst, “Fragrances, since the dawn of time, have 
always been positioned as a way to make yourself 
more attractive to the opposite sex,” she said. 
But can a fragrance really have the so-called 
Axe effect, making a guy as irresistible as choc- 
olate or causing a stampede of women to chase 
him, as depicted in the commercials? 

Jermaine Perry, 19, said he doesn’t buy into 
the advertising and packaging gimmicks after 
he tried Axe and found it to be a turn-\of£ “It’s 
really just like. Wham! I’m desperate. Can you 
smell me?’ It’s too strong,” he said, 

(Axe recently created the “Double Pits to 
Chesty” campaign to show how to properly use 
the spray without overdoing it. The company 
also enlists the help of fragrance designer Ann 
Gottlieb, the “nose” behind best-selling fra- 
grances cKi and Eternity) 

Now all Perry wears is deodorant, “I think 
natural body odor is best as long as it’s clean,” 
said Perry, who lives in South Shore, 

How good a man smells, whether it’s his 
natural scent or a fragrance he applies, is the 
most important factor in a woman’s attraction 
to him, said Rachel Herz, author of “The Scent 
of Desire,” For men, it’s looks first and then the 
scent of a woman, she said, 

A woman can be attracted to a man’s natural 
scent because it can indicate how compatible 


like in stores, sniff around Aroma Workshop 
in Lincoln Park, where vials of floral, citrus 
and woodsy scents line the counter as part 
of the store’s test bar. 

“We want [customers] to go on a journey,” 
said Tedd Neenan, owner of the store for 
16 years. When customers discover scents 
they like, Neenan works like a chemist 
behind the counter, mixing two to three 
essential oils together in beakers to create 
signature fragrances for customers. 

A custom-made, quarter-ounce fragrance 
roll-on costs $17, and a 2.25-ounce spray is 
priced at $32. 

his immune system is with hers, which is impor- 
tant when it comes to having a healthy child, 
Herz said. 

The caveat, she said, is that the birth control 
pul can change odor preferences. In her book, 
she cites a 1995 study where women smelled 
T-shirts worn by men for 48 hours and placed in 
boxes. The shirts women picked as sexiest were 
from men who had the most dissimilar immune 
systems, but women on the pill picked shirts 
worn by men with similar immune systems, 
Herz said she believes fragrances have the 
power to make someone more appealing. “If 
wearing a fragrance makes her feel more sexy 
and confident, she’s actually going to be per- 
ceived visually as more attractive,” Herz said. 
So, what scents put people in the mood? 

The smell of Good & Plenty candy com- 
bined with cucumber aroused women the most, 
according to a 1999 study by Dr, Alan Hirsch, 




founder of Chicago’s Smell and Taste Treatment 
and Research Foundation, The scent of baby 
powder had a similar effect. But the smell of 
cherries, barbecue smoke and men’s cologne 
were turnoffs, he said. 

Turn-ons for men: the smell of pumpkin pie 
and lavender, followed by black licorice and 
doughnut. Why? Hirsch doesn’t know exactly, 
but he said the smells could have been comfort- 
ing or evoked nostalgia. 

Odors are associated with positive or nega- 
tive experiences, which then can evoke emo- 
tions, smell experts said, “The quickest way 
to change somebody’s mood or emotion is a 
smell,” Hirsch said. 

Be aware that not all scents affect everybody 
in the same way, experts said. 

An example is the aroma of wintergreen. In

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the U.S., people find wintergreen to be soothing, 
but it’s just the opposite in the U.K. because the 
smell was associated with a dental anesthetic 
used during wartime, said Pamela Dalton, olfac- 
tory scientist at the Monell Chemical Senses 
Center in Philadelphia. 

“The bottom line is the biggest driver of our 
reactions— emotional, arousal, sexual or other- 
wise — is probably going to be our own individual 
experience,” Dalton said. 

Hirsch is taking a closer look at one particular 
emotion: happiness. 

He is working on setting up a study to find out 
if a “Chicago happiness aroma” exists, and to 
find out the degree to which certain scents make 
people happy To measure levels of happiness, 
35 Chicagoans will sniff scents such as cotton 
candy and other odors and rate their levels of 


happiness. The subjects also will watch videos of 
nature scenes and monologues of Conan O’Brien, 
Dane Cook and Carlos Mencia and rate how 
happy the videos made them feel. 

The video ratings serve as a comparison— 
Hirsch said he hopes to determine, for example, 
whether the smell of cotton candy enhanced hap- 
piness to the same degree as watching Conan. 

Cosmetics maker Clinique developed a fra- 
grance named “Happy” with notes of the Hawaiian 
wedding flower and ruby red grapefruit. 

Griselda delos Reyes, 35, of Romeoville, said 
Happy is her favorite signature scent. She said 
she wore the “refreshing” fragrance every day 
until the bottle was empty 

“It reminds me of summer— the sun is out,” 
she said. “It makes you kind of feel good.”

n What is the worst cologne/perfume

Hirsch: These are invariably committed by men. One is to not have 
any at all and smelling bad-bad body odor. The second one is the 
opposite: having too much. 

Manson: The one fashion faux pas is probably wearing too much 
perfume. 

Mariduena: If they put on too much, it’ll make it too powerful. It 
just reeks. 

Herz: Wearing too much fragrance. 

Sniff: The worst offense is when someone sprays a gallon of 
perfume or cologne on and you can smell it for miles, before and 
after they walk by. All you need is two to three sprays people, 
c’mon! 

n Paris Hilton’s Heiress fragrance is 
described as having a swirl of passion 
fruit and juicy orange burst, a splash of 
peach granita and champagne mimosa, a 
medley of star jasmine, Tiare flower and 
honeysuckle, and warm notes of violet and 
woody notes. What does this fragrance say 
about the person who wears it? 

Hirsch: If you wear that, you’ll arouse men. But you can just go 
to the grocery store and get some pumpkin pie and that’ll do it 
better. 

Manson: They’re probably sassy and free spirited. 

Mariduena: That they’re fun, energetic and outgoing and 
spontaneous. 

Herz: I haven’t smelled the perfume, but it sounds like a sweet, fun, 
young and sunny fragrance-so someone who feels those features 
match them would likely be drawn to it. 

Sniff: That they are a wannabe fake celebrity, overdone and 
overrated! Instead of the long, drawn-out description, the label 
should read, “Only for 12 years and under.” That’s hot? I think not. 


Where is the sexiest spot to spray a 
fragrance? 


Hirsch: For women, where a man will smell it. If she’s shorter 
than him, if it’s someplace on her face or neck, he’ll smell it more 
because it’s close to his nose. For a man, they may want to put it 
lower, maybe the arms or the wrist. 

Manson: Behind the ears, on the wrists, bend of the arm, back of 
the knee, inner part of the ankle and nape of the neck.
